THE NOMINATION, 
SCENE IN THE SENATE, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasntneton, D. C., Feb. 24—The nomi- 
nation of Roseve Conkling to be Associate 
Justice of the United States Supreme Court 
created a sensation at the Capitol today. for 
it had not been expected. When the names 
were received at the Senate door the list was 
scanned with eager interest, as the impor- 
tant nominations have been so long delayed 
that they were hourly awaited. The dupli- 
cate copy of the list was taken as usual by 
one of the Senators who sat near the door at 
which the President’s private secretary de- 
livers the message. The expression upon the 
face of the Senator Who first read the list 
was one of great surprise, and he quickly 
handed the manifold sheet to his neighbor, 
and the news instantly spread about the 
Senate Chamber. 
THE BUSINESS OF THE DAY 
was, for a moment, forgotten, and the Demo- 
crats seemed to enjoy the expressions of dis- 
approval which were quickly reported about 
the chamber as coming from some of the 
Republican Senators who were conspicuous 
for their opposition to Conkling at the time 
when the latter made his last great struggle 
in the Senate Chaniber. The routine 
proceedings of the Senate were inter- 
rupted not long afterwards by a 
motion to go into executive session, 
and then, if the accounts current tonight are 
correct as to what happened behind the 
doors, the comments of some of the leading 
members of his own party were not such as 
either Mr. Conkling or Mr. Arthur would be 
pleased to hear. The motion was, of course, 
made by friends of Mr. Conkling 
THAT HE BE IMMEDIATELY CONFIRMED, 
without reference to a committee, on 
the ground that he was so recently a 
Senator and was so distinguished a 
personage that the courtesy that is 
usual in the case of a nomination of 
Senators to office should be extended to 
him. The Senator who was foremost among 
those who led the fight against Conkling 
when that gentleman was present in the 
Senate Chamber did not feel called upon to 
relinquish his opposition, now that the for- 
mer Senator from New York ‘was not in his 
place, and Mr. Hoar is reported to have made 
a speech against Mr. Conkling which was 
noteworthy for 
THE BITTERNESS OF ITS INVECTIVE 

and the fierceness of its denunciation. Mr. 
Hoar is believed to have said that Mr. Conk- 
ling was not now a Senator, and 
that he saw no reason why a cour- 
tesy should be shown him that 
is not shown to persons who are not Senators. 
Moreover, the question was not one of cour- 
tesy only; the nomination in itself, he said, 
was in his judgment one not proper to be 
made. He did not think Mr. Conkling’s 
legal qualifications nor his mental habits and 
characteristics fitted Him for the duties of 
the bench, and that the appointment was one 
that could not be approved. 

MR. HOAR’S SPEECH 
is reported to have been delivered with a 
good deal of passion. He mcved about in 
a nervous way, and gave emphasis to his 
feelings by hammering his desk. He did 
not fail to pay a tribute to Mr. Conkling’s in- 
tellectuat abidity. Indeed, he went so far as 
to say that, since the days of Daniel Webster, 
no one had survassed him as to mental quali- 
ties, but Mr. Hoar said his appointment to 
the Supreme Bench would disgrace the 
ermine, and he could not approve of the ele- 
yation of aman to such an office who had 
used his great abilities in the support of such 
political methods. It is remembered that it 
was Roscoe Conkl who was the leader of 
the opposition in eXecutive session to the 
confirmation of his brother, 

E. ROCKWOOD HOAR, 
whom Gen. Grant had nominated to the Su- 
preme Bench. This fact is commented upon 
in connection with the opposition by Hoar 
today. Another Republican Senator is also 
reported to have said he regarded Conkling’s 
nomination for that high position one of the 
most unfit that could have been made. At 
the same time this Senator stated he should 
vote to confirm Conkling, A single objection 
under the rules was all that was required to 
refer the nomination, so Conkling has failed 
to receive the honor of a confirmation without 
a reference; but that he will be favorably 
reported from the committee, and that he 
will be confirmed by a very large majority, 
there can be little doubt. The nomination 
bas been referred to the Judiciary Commit- 
tee, of which Mr. Conkling was himself for 
so many years a member. The members of

A gentleman 
who saw him last week states that, the con- 
versation having turned upon the possibility 
that he might be nominated for the United 
States Supreme Court, Mr. Conkling said that 
the nomination was an impossibility and that 
there could be no foundation for the report. 
Mr. Conkling, this gentleman says, is making 
much money from his law practice, is in 
the way of making a good deal more, 
and his ambition to become ‘rich is growing 
every day. For this reason alone he thinks 
Mr. Conkling would decline the place. Some

In 1877, he said, Sherman (who 
was then a Senator) and ex-Senators Key and 
Schurz were nominated, and their cases all 
went to committees, and, when reported 
back, were fought at every step, and yet their 
appointinents were eventually confirmed.

THERE HAS BEEN TALK 
that President Arthur would invite his old 
personal and political friend to a seat in his 
Cabinet, but few Senators supposed that he 
would appoint him to a seat on the bench of 
the Supreme Court. Itis well known here 
that, after the death of Chief Justice Chase, 
in the summer of 1872, Gen. Grant, then Pres- 
ident, wanted to nominate Mr. Conkling as 
Chief Justice, and the offered pdsition was 
declined. Mr. Conkling’s friends have of 
late asserted that he was not willing 
to reénter public life, but that heshoulade- 
vote himself to the practice of law in order 
to acquire a competency, his fortune being 
impaired by his expenditures while in public 
life. Whether he was intormed that he 
would be nominated or asked whether he 
would accept the nomination is not vositive 
ly known. Intimate friends of President 
Arthur assert thathe gave Mr. Conkiing no 
notice of his intention to nominate him, hop- 
ing thereby to secure his acceptance. 
“WILL HE ACCEPT?” 

“What will the political effect of it be?“ 
were questions heard on every hand, and no- 
body seemed to be able to answer either of 
the queries to perfect satisfaction. The nom- 
ination of Mr. Conkling is the first one of im- 
portance that has been made by the Presi- 
dent without attempting to ascertain in aa- 
vance how it would be received by the coun- 
try. Prior to the nominations, first, of E. D. 
Morgan, and then of Judge Fuvuiger, to be 
Secretary of the Treasury, of Mr. 
Brewster to be Attorney-General, of Mr. 
Frelinghuysen to be Secretary of 
State, and of Judge Gray to be a member of 
the Supreme Court, their names Were put 
forth, and a favorable reception of their nom- 
inations indicated. 

MK. SARGENT, 
whom the President originally intended to 
make Secretary of the Interior, was put to 
the same public test, but he could not bear 
it. The President, perceiving this, deter- 
mined not to appoint him Secretary of the 
Intertor. Mr. Sargent was asked to accept a 
foreign appointment several days ago, but 
he only signified his reluctant acceptance 
of the Berlin mission yesterday. The 
fact that Mr. Conkling's nomination 
was made without any intimation of 
it in advauee is urged as an indication that 
the ex-SenatOr was not consulted by the 
President. Amoug his friends there is a 
difference of opinion as to whether or not he 
will aceept the proffered Justiceship. 
SENATOR JONES, OF NEVADA, 

who is as near to him as anybody, says that 
he knows nothing about the matter, but he 
is inclined to believe Mr. Conkling will take 
the place.

HENNEPIN CANAL. 
CAUCUS OF THE REPUBLICAN MEMBERS OF

WasnhineoTon, D. C., Feb, 24.—A. B. Miller, 
Chairman of the Committee on Canal Trans- 
portation of the New York Board of Trade 
and Transportation, appeared before the 
House Committee on Railways and Canals 
ate this afternoon, a special. meeting being 
held for the purpose, and made an argument 
in advogacy of the construction of the Hen- 
nepin Canal.

engineers of $5,000.00. The great advantages 
to be derived by the country thfourh the con- 
struction of this comparatively short canal, 
at so small an expenditure, is so 
fully set forth in the pamphlet and accompanying 
map prepared by the Lilinois and Mississippi 
River and Canal Improvement Committee, that 
it would be a work of supererogation on my part 
to further occupy your time in rehearsing it. I 
will simply say the subject has been before the 
‘oara I represent several years, and has re- 
ceived its careful consideration and unqualified 
indorsement. The board considers the 
work entirely National in character 
in no sense local—and that the Gov- 
ernment, emulating the spirit that 
characterized the State of New York in connect- 
ing the waters of the Atiantic Ocean with the 
great Western lakes, should, in the interests of 
the commerce of the Republic, continue the ex- 
tension by uniting the waters of Lake Michigan 
with the Mississippi River, thereby giving a con- 
tinuous water navigation from the Atlantic 
Ocean through the numerous tributaries of that 
Father of Kivers to almost every State of the 
Union.

John Major Hicks, Colored, Hanged at 
Covington, Ky. U 
Crycrxnatt, O., Feb. 24—John Major 
Hicks, a colored man, born in Boyd County, 
Kentucky, April 15, 1862, was hanged at 
Covington today. The execution was the see - 
ond one ever had in Kenton County, and was 
the first quasi private execution in the State 
of Kentucky, and is likely to be the last, as 
the law repealing the one requiring execu- 
tions to be in an inciostre will go into effect 
in thirty days. Thisexecntion was in a shell 
of a building built of brick. All the vutside 
lower-story windows were nailed with boards. 
The condemned man was brought on the 
scaffold attended by Father McGinley, Father 
Lambert, and two other priests. At 10:07 
o'clock they knelt and prayed audibly, 
the prisoner repeating after Father 
McGinley the Lord's Prayer and the 
Apostolic creed. After this the prisoner was 
brought to the platform, where hé shook 
hands with the priests. Theu Father Lan- 
bert came to the front, and, 3 the 
tators admi said: “Mr. Hicks 
“in on — Iwill speak for him. He 
takes bis death as a punishment for his 
sins.” The noose was then fixed, hands man- 
acied, strap and black cap adjusted, Hicks all 
the while weeping profusely and exclaiming: 
“God is good! Oh, Lord Jesus, have mercy!” 
the priests exborting bim with words: 
“iryst in Jesus! He can save soul.“ 
The trap dropped at 10:15, and the body was 
cut down at 10:44. There was no struggling. 
He was bung for the murder of Henry Mur- 
ray Williams, at Ludlow, Ky,, Dec. 15, 1880, 
early in the evening.

CONGESS. 
Seven bills have been introduced in Con- 


ures are the Reagan bili and the Hender- 


son bill. They were before the last Congress, 


and have been reintroduced without essen- 


tial change. Their maln features are well 
known to the readers of Tue Tarun, as 


they have often been discussed in these 


columns. Both agreein proulbiting unjust 
discriminations and requiring railroads to 
charge reasonable rates. Thechief but not 
the vuly difference between em is, that Rea- 


gau proposes to enfurce the provisions of his 


act by ordinary judicial process in the courts, 
while Hendersun’s bill authorizes the ap 
poiutment of a board of three Com missioners 
to superintend the operation of the law and re- 


port violations of it to the Attorney-General, ; 


by whom suits are to be ins tituted. 

The Reagan bill has been tntroduced in 
the Senate by Coke, of Texas. Senator 
George, of Mississippi, has ano her bill (un- 
derstood to be bused on the law of his own 
State) covering substantially the same 
ground as the Reagan bill. Representatives 
McLean ot Maryland, Beltzhoover and Wat- 
son of Pennsylvania, and Townshend of Lili- 
nols have intruduced bills relatmg.to the 
subject. All these measures, with fhe ex- 
ception of Senator George’s, are before the 
House Committee on Commeree, which has 
been considering them for the last week, and 
has listened to a number of advocates for 
and against then. 

These annual hearings of railroad at-

mercial interests before the House Cum- 
merce Committee are tast taking the shape 
of a National farce. They are siguificant, 
inasmuch as they indicate the deep interest 
of the people in the subject and the disposi- 
tion of Congress to defer, so far as appear- 
ances go, to public sentiment.

Tue vigorous attack of Senator Hoar on 
the nomination of Roscoe Conkling to be As- 
sociate Justice of the Supreme Court was 
the topic of the hour in Washington last 
night. Mr. Hoar understands perfectly that 
nothing he can say will prevent the cunfirma- 
tion of Conkling, but he feels it to be a pub- 
lie duty not to let him be confirmed without 
a protest. He believes Conkling to be singu- 
larly deficient by training and temperament 
for a Supreme Court Justiceship. He is a 
man of violent prejudices and limited expe- 
rience as a practicing lawyer. Moreover, 
his eonnection with some of the great 
railroad corporations as counsel has been 
quite as close as that of Stanley Mat- 
thews, and not so free from the 
suspicion. of official impropriety. But the 
force of Mr. Hoar’s protest will be broken 
by the fact that he is supposed to inherit a 
family hatred ef Conkling. The latter op- 
posed the confirmation of Rockwood Hoar 
for the very position which is now iv ques- 
tion.

A MEMORABLE TRIAL. 

This trial has been the greatest criminal event 
in the history of Colorado, ether as a State or 
Territory. It is “A Tale of Two Cities (Cu- 
cago and Denver), full of the romance of illicit 
love, bloodshed, and bate, outrivalmg the wiid- 
est of novels in plot and detail. 

The circumstances, in brief, are these: Charles 
W. Stickney, an old ewployé of J. V. Far weil & 
Co., Chicago, Came to Denver in the summer of 
1880, ana, leaving his wife bere, went into the 
mountains, like thousands of other pilgrims to 
the West in search of fortunes among the silver 
veined mountains. He went to the Gunaison 
Country, and worked several eigims until the 
latter part of August, whea Se returned 
to Denver. He discovered bis wife in 
close conversation with M. T. Campau. 
a 1eal-estate man, and his suspicion was aroused. 
Whiie kissing bis wife before retiring at night 
Stickuey detected the odor of a powerful medi- 
cine On ber breath, and asked ber what she bad 
been drinking. Becoming frightened, she toid 
bim ebe had taken medicine to produce an abor- 
tion, and that Campau had overeome her while 
ber husband was away in the mines. 

Stickucy went to Campau and aim that if 
his wife had not assumed part of the biame ne 
would sheot him down in nis tracks, but as it 
was he would sue him for $100,000, attach every 
cent of ais property, and ruin nim.

Gradual Demise of the Anti- 
Ticket Commission 
Movement. 


Rearrangement of the Percent- 
ages in the Southwestern 
Freight Pool. 


Satisfactory Progress Being Made in the

The Movement Recently tnaugarated 
to Stop the Payment vf Commissions 
for the Sale of Tickrts Gradualiy Go- 
ia 
Bought About This Result 
The fact cannot be denied that one of the 

greatest abuees in conducting the passenger 

business of the railroads in this country is the 
system of paying commissions to the agents for 
the sale of tickets. The movement recently 
inaugurated by the General Passenger and 
Ticket Agents of a number of the leading roads 
to erad cate the evil was a laudable one, but the 
indications are that sotbing will come of it, as 
the railroads which at first supported the move- 
ment are withdrawing from it one by one. The 
principal cause of the failure of the movement 
is attributed to the peculiar way in which the 
Geueral Pussenger Arent tried to inaugurate 
the reform. Instead of piedging each other 
not to pay commissions to agents of 
the various roads, they adopted an 
agreement prohibiting their asenu from 
reveiving commissions. They must have 
known when they made this agreement that it 
eould not be enfureed. It is certuinly a piece of 
inconsistency to require of their agents not to 
receive commissions, when the General Pas- 
senger Ageut who adopted it received the right 
to olfer and pay cumimissions to those agents, 
and they could certainly not expect that the 
agents ahould refuse the remuneration under 
the circumstances, especially as this remunera- 
tion forms the priucipal part of the salaries re- 
ceived by these ageuts. The agents at the

A New tomte Opera at the Grand

Before a very large audience the Hees opera 
company produced last night, for the first time 
on any stage, an opera comique in three acts 
entitied “The Widow.” The music was com- 
posed by Calixa Lavaiiée, a French musician, 
and the comedy for which it is the setting is at- 
tributed to an American actor, Frank H. Nelsoa, 
it ie pleasant to be able to record the fact that 
the reception accorded to this most recent can- 
didate for pubite approval was sufficiently en- 
thusiastic to warrant its being called a success, 
The music is exveedingly bright and lively.

Junius and Edwin Booth. 

This is the third volume of the American 
Actor series, and is from the pen of Mrs. Asia 
Booth-Clarke, daughter of the first and sister 
of the second of the famous actors, and wife 
of the well-known comedian, John Sleeper 
Clarke. Mrs. Clarke devotes about ahun- 
dred pages to her father’s life and about fifty 
to that of her brother. Her style is simple, 
easy, and natural; she indulges in no ful- 
some enlogies, but in her comments and criti- 
cisms uses the words of other writers. The 
work is but an outline sketch, yet it is not 
difficult for the reader to imagine the com- 
pleted picture from the lines given. The 
work has an especial value to the collector of 
theatrical data in that it gives dates, casts, 
and other particulars which could not be 
otherwise obtained without long research, 

Junius Brutus Booth was born in St. 
Pancras Parish, London,in May, 17%. His 
father was a lawyer, and Junius was 
well educated, and early showed a taste for 
literature and the arts. He tried printing, 
the navy, painting, and the law—and failed in 
all. So in 1813 he became an actor, and re- 
mained one for thirty-nine years. He began 
his professional career as Campillo in The 
Honeymoon at a salary of one pound a 
week. Then for three years he led the life 
of a strollimmplayer, and his first London ap- 
pearance was as Silvius in “As You Like 
It.“ He continued acting at that house dur- 
lug the season, occasionally playing subordi- 
nate characters, and receiving a salary of 
two pounds per week. The most important 
part assigned him was Henry in The Maid 
and the Magpie.” It was frequently related 
at this period of his career, to the discredit 
of Miss Sally Booth, that she was painfully 
concerned lest Mr. Booth should be mistaken 
for a relative of hers, and modestly sugzest- 
ed that he should add a final e tohis name. 
After this he went to the provinces again. 
At Brighton Kean had been announced to 
play Sir Giles Overreach, buthiid not come, 
and Booth was assigned as his substitute. 
On Feb. 12, 1817, he appeared at Covent 
Garden as Richard III., and earned the 
warmest approbation and applause. Then 
came the riots at Covent Garden, accounts ot 
which are quoted by Mrs. Clarke. During 
the next four years he appeared in Edin- 
burg, Glasgow. Dublin, and all the other 
great cities of the yealm. In 1820 he acted 
Kling Lear at Covent Garden, and the same 
year appeared in a round of plays with Kean at 
Drury Lane. Mr. married Miss Mary 
Anne Holmes in 1821, soon after they started 
for the West Indies, stopping a few weeks at 
Madeira, and then going to Norfolk, Va., where 
they arrived the following June. Booth's first 
appearance on the American stage was made 
July 6. 1821, at Richmond, Va., as Richard III. 
his last, at the St. Charles Theatre, New Orleans. 
Nov. 19, 1832, as Sir Edward Mortimer and John 
Lump. His first appearance and his methods 
are thus described: 

“Shortly atter his début at Richmond Mr. 
Booth was engaged (August, 1821) to play Rich- 
ard in Petersburg. Tue play was calied for re- 
hearsal,’ says Mr. Ludiow, ‘at 10 o clock a. m., 
and at the proper time the rehearsal com, 
menced, but without Mr. Booth. He bad not ar- 
rived: but the manager said the rehearsal must 

on, and be would have Mr. Booth’s scenes re- 
earsed after be arrived. I think they had 
reached the fourth act of the play, and I was 
sauntering Dear the bead of the stairs that led 
up to the stage, when a small man, that I took 
to be a weill-growu boy of about 16 years of age. 
came running up the stairs, wearing a round- 
about Jacket and a cheap straw hat. both cov- 
ered with dust, and inquired for the stage man- 
ted )=6©across the stage to 

who at that moment 

the person with 

conversing. and hurried to- 

ward us, and cordiaily srasping the hand of 
the strange man suid: ‘Ab! Mr. Booth. 1 am 
lad you have arrived; we were fearful some- 
thing serious bad happened to you.’ 1 do not 
think any man was ever more astonished than 1 
was just then in bDehoiding this meeting. Is it 
pussibie this can be the great Mr. Booth that Mr. 
Kussecll says 18 * uodoubtedly the best actor liv- 
ing’? and | began to think Russell was trying to 
put off some Joke upon us all. I observed, how- 
ever, that. when the small man came upou the 
stage to rehearse bis scenes, he was quite ‘at 
bome,’ aud showed a knowledge of the business 
of the churacter that a more novice or pretender 
could not have acquired. Ho ran through the 
rehearsal very’carelesiy, gaye a few special or 


peculiar directions, tried the combat ot the last 


uct over twice, and said That will do, and the 
rehearsal was over.

In October, 18.1. h first appeared in New

A Practical and 2 View of Su- 
cide. 

The subject of suicide is hardly an agreea- 
ble one to the moralist or the optimist, but it 
isa very important one, and one that in a 
statistical point of view is susceptible of a 
great deal of careful study, Prof. Henry 
Morselli, of the University of Turin. has con- 
tributed a very valuable volume to the Inter- 
national Scientific Series on this subject, 
which is well worth the attention of every 
one who is interested in questions of soci- 
ology. He takes up the statistics of suicide, 
imperfect as they admittedly must be, asa 
whole, and gives them a careful, thorough, 
and philosophical analysis, and shows that 
it, like all other human actions, in the aver- 
age, follows certain rules, and that given cer- 
tain conditions of society, climate, race, ete., 
the frequency of suicides can be estimated. 
if not with absolute accuracy, yet with a sur- 
prising amount of closeness to the facts. 
Still chere are many points in which the de- 
ductions are yet impertect and may always 
remain so. 

After noticing and showing the figures of 
the increase in suicide in recent times, which 
seems from such statistics as are available to 
be undeniabie, Prof. Morselli takes up the 
cosinica-natural influences that affect it or 
seem to do so. ‘There is but little doubt that 
seasons of the year are more or less favor- 


able to the increase of suicides; that as they 
have their effect on the production of mental 
diseases, they therefore modify to a certain 


extent the frequency of an act which, ina 


very large proporion of the cases, depends u 
these atlections. The sale is the case also 
regurds race, which appears from tnese st 

tics used by the author to Also have a certai 
fluence. bis, however, is a more com 
fuctor, and its precise share is hardiy 
factorily shown, apart from other 
flueaces, social and otherwise, with which 

is necessarily associated. It its 
social influences that are in the mass the most 
important. The complex vonditions of civiliza- 
tion, ot religion, education, and culture, public 
morality, general economic conditions, political 
and psychological phases, urban and rural life. 
all have their intlueuce on this act, and are here 
discussed. Prof. Moreelli finds that higher cult- 
ure conduces to the production of suicides, 
while in a geveral way the reverse is case 
with bomicides and other crimes of violence. 
Thus Germany is preéminently the country where 
voluntary death is most frequent, while Soutbern 
Italy, so noted for ite brigandage and vendet- 
tas, shows a very smail percentage of the same. 
A part of this may be, and probably is, dueto 
race and other characters, but the author is 
doubtiess cerreet in his general conclusions. 
Protestant countries and Protestant populations 
in countries of mixed confessious aiso 
show this same predominance, wundoubted- 
ly for the same reasons. But there 
are some notable exceptions to this rule: the 
Depurtment of the Seine, in France, which in- 
cludes Paris and the adjoining districts, is the 
region par excellence of the prevalence of 
suicide, while England. which taken as a whole, 
must be called a Protestant country, shows a 
comparatively very small ratio. The work is 
written throughout on the basis of the theories 
of modern scientific determination or tataltsm. 
and it appears to us that the author bas over- 
looked too much (we will not say altozether) the 
quality of the religion. so to speak, as u on- 
trolling motive of action, no matter what its 
special denomination may be. Thus in super- 
. ignorant, or bi communities,wnere 
the anathemas of the Church or tne foar of helt 
have a very prominent part in the control of iu- 
dividual actions, and also ju those communities 
where religious faith is the mainstay of pubije 
morality, the ratio of suicide might be expected 
to be small. On the other hand, where religion has 
become only a matter of State policy and f 

and bas lost the respect of the thinking classes. 
whether it be ealied Catholic or Protestant, 
suicides may be expected toincrease. The true 
fuaction of genuine reiigion is, so far as con- 
duet in this life is concerned, to give torce and 
energy to the moral character, and this, says 
Prof. M is the only true preventive of 
suicide. But apart from the idea of a morai re- 
— ibility to some one higher than the race, 
this is not sutlicient, for we cannot agree with 
the authorthat every man carrying in bis con- 
science the feeling of duty, which is that of 
sacrificing his owa egoism to the well-being of 
the whole race,” is enough. It is not difficuit to 
conceive of such a motive having the exactly 
0 it effect. 

e cannot follow the author iu bis elaborate 
discussion of individual and psychological intiu- 
ences that govern suicide and its methods and 
places; and will only say that it is done iv a very 
tbh and scientitic manner. We su 
there are many people towhom the subject is 
one of interest entirely apart from its sociological 

We do not recommend them or any 
one else to follow up the study from mere curi- 
osity, but the work is a really scientific contribu- 
tion to a very important department of human 
knowledge,

The Cotsewold Sheep. 

The stamina and constitution of the Cotawold 
sheep have long been recognized among breed- 
era, and these desirable charecteristics have 
made the breed valuable. and gencraily sought 
tor the purpose of crossing and improving ocher 
breeds. Neariy every family known among 
American flock-masters has more or less Cots- 
wold blood, and as sire for half-bred mutton 
sheep from the native ewes of the United States 
the Cotswold has no superior. Within the pas: 
five years many experiments have been made 
with the Cotswold upon the Merino sheep, and 
this cross has been found to possess many valu- 
able points,and many sbeep-raisers claim that 
this cross is the best of all. 

The Merino has au iron constitution, possesses 
a most valuabie fleece, and flesh of the sweetest 
fievor. But its wool is short and fine, and use- 
ful only for the finer, softer fabrics and the 
more expensive goods, while its carcass is too 
light, and its lamb, although extremely fat and 
rich Of flesh, is too small for profit. Crossed 
with the Cotswoid, a lamb is ced which at 
six months weighs more than’ its dam, and a 
sheep which ranks with the sire in weight and 
with the dam in quality of meat, and in ad- 
dition has a fleece which is worth more 
for coarse clothing, fabrics, and saw 
than the pure dam's wool, and is equal- 
ly valuable as that of the sire. Such a sheep is 
essentially the farmer's sheep, for it is market- 
able from the age of 3 months, as a choice, fat 
lamb, which brings the top price, up to the age 
of g years, whea it isaripe wether, reaching 4 
weight when fully fatted of 280 pounds.

The Dairy Cow. 

At a recent Iowa Convention, Prof. Knapp, of 
the State Agricuitural College at Ames, read a 
paper upon the “ Dairy Cow,” in which he de- 
fined a good cow as follows: 

First. Nature has given her immense vitality, 

fect and well-balaaced organs, and preserved 

in the highest healthfuluess. Second, ber di- 
gestive and assimiiative organs are of the lare- 
est capabilities. Third, all the food digested 
above what is required to maiutain che animaiin 
nemite and full vigor is converted into milk. 
Fourth, the di of size and symmetry of 
the animal, udder, and the labor of milking 
are of the most desirable kind. Fifth, as a part 
of the tinancial consideration, the animal in 
style and color isa creature of beanty, and pos- 
sesses such purity of vbiood as to be able to trans- 
mit ail her exocelleactes. just impression of 
the COW as a machine vas not conveyed by any 
general statement. 


After first stating his opinion of what consti- 
Sates a good dairy cow, au opinion founded up- 
on reasons which are perfectiy logical and con- 
sistent with the views of seven-tenths of Amer- 
fean Gatrymen, the distifigbisbed gentleman 
＋ „ by stating that there were many; rea- 
sons why the Short-Horn cow cauld not be rightiy 
considered a good dairy cow, the chief objection 
being their tendency to lay ou flesh. The pres- 
euce of this abnormal fat resulted in a large 
number of spoiled udders. The Professor then 
gave his idea of the proper cross, out of which 
would come the future dairy cow. The first 
crosa, avcording to the genticmana, would be the 
Jersey or the Short-Horn, and the Jersey should 
also be used in the second cross, Grette & the 
characteristics, aud second to prevent reversion 
te the Bhort-Horn, and for the third cross the 
Professor advocated the Hoisteia bull. 

This Jersey- Holstein cross possesses man 
excellent points, but there are not a few breed- 
ers who prefer across of the Jerseys and Ayr- 
shires, contending that suck a cross produces 
the best and most profitable dairy stock. While 
it is evident that there are already contentions 
enough among breeders and dairymep as to the

Amertea’s First Importations of Live- 
Stock. 

The following account of the first importa- 
tions of live-stock into the United States is 
taken from an old copy of the [Irish Farmers’ 
Gazette: 

In 1610 four cows and a bull were, after a long 

dangerous passawe by sailing vessel, landed 
in Virginia from Ireland. These were the lirst 
domestic cattle seea in America. In 1625 eighteen 
ewes and two rams were introduced as a novelty 
into New York by the Duich West India Com- 
Y. The rst horses landed in 1 part of 
orth America were carried over to Florida by 
, de Vuca in er; they all perished. The 
wild horses found on the plains ot Texas and the 
Westeru prairie are probably descendants of the 
Spanish borses abandoned De Soto. In 16 
part of the trade of the Dutch West Iadia Com- 
pany was the carrying Of borses trom Flanders 
to New York, and year six mares anda 
berse were safely traneported from France to 
America. The London Company were the first 
exporters of swine from Britain to America; 
and in the year 1621 they carried on their vessels 
no less than eighty-four. whieh were all, on 
landing, allowed to roam at large. and feed and 
fatten on the mast, which was very abundant in 
the woods. They increased so fast that in 1627 
the colony was in danger of being overrun with 
them; but the Indians acquir a taste for 
tresb pork, and the novelty of bunting bogs, | 
that calamity was averted. So important was it 
considered at that time that the cattie, horses, 
and sheep intredeced into the infant colony 
should be allowed to increase, that the Governor 
issued an order prohibiting the kill of domes- 
tic auimais of any kind, on pain of death to the 
rincipal, and to the aider, abettor, or accessory.

The Manufacture of Farm Machivery, 

The business of manufacturing farming tools 
and machinery has become one of the great in- 
terests in this country, and during the last wen- 
ty-five years the increase has been over ten- 
fold. According to the census Ogures of 1580, 
there were 1,042 establishments in the United 
States engaged in the manufacture of these im- 
piements. Of these 265 are in New York, Zi in 
Ininois, 220 in Peansylvania, 168 in Onio. and 143 
in Michigan. The agrregate capital invested in 
the industry 16 $62,216,968, and the highest num- 
ber of bands employed during the consus- year 
was 49,180, to whom 614,496,114 were paid in 
wages, while $5,791,916 were expended for lum- 
ber, $1544.02 for iron and steel, and 
$7,878,202 for other materials, making the 
total value ofall materials used, $32,004.107. 
During 1880 the value of all agricultural 
implements manufactured amounted to $69,- 
374.088. Of this vast sum the manufact- 
ures of Illinois, Indiana, lowa, Ohio, Mich- 
Wan, Minnesota, and Wisconsin aggregat- 
ed $45,000,000, or 64 per cent of the whole. 
In 1850 New York and Pennsylvania made most 
of the implements, but 2 prairie States 
of Onio and Illinois have n their 
value of the implements made in Onio 
being $15,473,825, and in Liljaeis, $14,249,175; while 
those made in New York were worth $10,747,766, 
and those in Penusylvania, $4,271,212. Altogether 
there were wade of lighter implements 1,361,443 
22 124.264 scythes; 437,178 scythe anaths; 

dozen hand-rakes; 211,738 dozen bay forks; 
and 34,057 cultivators; while of vier imple- 
ments there were m factured 
25,537 harvesters, 36,337 reapers, 
and mowers combined, 10,387 thrashers, 10,; 
cider and wine-milis, 2.356 cane-milis, 1,460 sirup- 
evaporators, 11,161 horse-powers, 1,412 clover- 
buliers, 33,453 potato-diggers, corn- husk - 
ers, 50,157 corn-shellers, and 45,412 fanning- Mils.

Agricultural Apprepriatioas. 

An Agricultural Appropriation bill has just 
been completed by the House Committee on 
Agriculture, and will doubtless be passed by 
Congress with. perhaps, a few comparatively 
unimportant alterations. Commissioner Loring's 
estimate of the amounts needed by the Depart- 
ment aggregated $602,980, of which sum the bill 
grants $396,880, which is §106,100 less than was 
asked for, but $71,380 more than last year’s ap- 
propriation. The principal items of increase 
are $65,000 for the collection of crop steatisties, 
$15,000 for additional clerical force, and $10,000 
for the reclamation of waste and arid lands. 
There are only a few tritling curtailments of 
former items of appropriations. in addition to 
the above objects appropriations have also been 
made as follows: For the purehase, propaga- 
tion, and distribution of seeds, $30,000; for 
the investigation of diseases of swine and 
other domestic animais, $25,000: for con- 
tinuing the investigation as to insects in- 
jurious to agriculture, $25,000; for reclamation 
of waste and arid lands, $20,000; for contingent 
expenses of the Department, $15,000; for the ex- 
amination of wools and animal fibres, $10,000; 
for experimental garden and grounds, $7,000; 
tor collecting date respecting the 
needs of the — Ay 
aims, $5,000; to enab 
vestigate and report un the subject of forestry, 
$5,000; for investigation of the habits, move- 
ments, Ste., of the Kucky Mountain locust, 
$5,000. It is provided that no part of the $20,000 
appropriation for the reclamaven of waste or 
arid lauds shall be expended upon lands owned 
by individuals or corporations.

Holstein and Jersey Milk, ~*~ 
Prof. Henry. of the University of Wisconsin, 
last year made some interesting comparisons 
between the milk of an 8 year-old imported cow 
anda 5-year-old Jersey. Bach cow calved in 
the early part ot May. The trial with the Hu- 
stein was made in the latter part of June; that 
with the Jersey in the latter part of August. 
The cows each had about ten pounds of aorn- 
mealor corn aad oat meal per day, in addition 
to pasture. 
in twenty-five milkings the Holstein cow gave 
502 pounds 14 ounces of milk, from which. 11 
pounds 8 ounces of butter were made, or one 
pound ef butter for 44.7 pounds of milk. Analy- 
sis showed 2.89 per cent of this mik to be fat. 
In twenty-four milkings the Jersey cow gave 
506 pounds 3 ounces of milk, from which 16 
pounds 1 ounce ef butter was made, or one 
pound of butter from 19 pounds of milk. 
Analysis showed 4.79 per cent ise 1 2 to be 
cow was 


fat. The skim-milk from the 
much richer in fat than was that from the Jer-

BREACH OF PROMISE. 


A Case tor $25,000 at Peru, Ind.—HMazeli- 
rig ve. Newman. 
Dispatch to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

WABASH, Feb. 20.—During the past week the 
court-room at Poru bas been densely crowded 
with the very best element of suciety in that 
city and Miami Couaty, drawn thither by the 
famous breach-of-promise sult of Miss Sadie 
Hazelrigg against Samuel K. Newman. Mr. 
Newman is a very weaithy farmer, living in Jcf- 
ferson Township. and until a few months since 
hus beeu a gay and festive widower. ‘he partic- 
ulars of the case ara us follows: 

In 1877 Mr. Newman's wife died, and fur two 
years he roumed.about, lonely and fvuriorn, a 
most disconsolate widower.

How Much Heat Will Be Evolved by 
the Impact—A Possible Tellurie 
Deluge. 


The Case Weighed and Presented 
by The Tribune Ag. 
tronomer. 


The threatened destruction Of the earth, by a 
comet falling into the sun, some fifteen years 
hence, was referred to editorially by Tur Tnin- 
Une last Sunday. It was then stated that tne 
matter would be referred to Tus Triscne 
astronomer. The promise was made in a 
jocuiar way; but so many readers have 
since expressed a desire to boar from him” on 
the subject that he bas undertaken a response. 
In regard to the value of the subjoined state- 
ments, it may be remarked that they were writ- 
ton during a suspension Of cOmmercial duty on 
Washington's birthday, and that the writer 
wishes to emulate G. W. in regard to things he 
could not do, if not in his deeds, 

There is certainly some reason to think, or fear, 
that the comet referred to will really fali into 
the sun. The mere fact that the comets of 1668, 
1843, und 1880 were all traveling in nearly the 
same path does not prove their identity. But 
the fact that they (or it} nearly grazed 
the surface of the sun at the near 
est upproach does furnish good  rea- 
son to think that the motion in the curve 
was thereby retarded; and the necessary con- 
sequence of such rotardauon must be 4 nal 
destruction of the orbit. The comet of 184 
passed within about 80,000 milesof what ap- 
pears to us to be the sun's normal surface. The 
observation of the solar eclipse of 1869 satistied 
the writer that the sun has uu atmosphere which 
oxtends at least 800,000 miles above the apparent 
surface. That is, it eXtends out ten 
times as far as the least distance of the 
comet. The solar atmosphere must be exceed- 
ingly rare in that vicinity, but so is the earth's 
atmosphere at a bight of 100 miles; and yet we 
know that the latter retards the flight of 
meteors so much as to warm them up to the 
luminous point—the motion being converted 
into beat. It is easily shown that the passage 
through a resisting medium destroys much more 


of the tangential motion than it does of that 


which results from the action of the centripetal 
forve. Hence the orbit bends inward more rap- 
idiy than before. This means that the comet 
returns sooner to the apbelion point, shortening 
the major axis of the orbit and the period of 
revolution. If the comet pass through the re- 
sisting medium at each verihelion return, 
the orbit is soon broken up by the fall ot the 
comet into the sun. 
It is easy to calculate. approximately, the 
QUANTITY OF HEAT DEVELOPED 

by such a entastropne. Wwe take the 
sun's radius as the unit of mensure, then 
the square of the velocity On reaching bis sur- 
face, plus unity divided by the major axis 
of the orbit, is a cdnustant quantity—the 


same for every member of the solar system, ex- 
cept a Small variation due to the quantity 
of matter in the falling mass. With this we 
may calculate that a 1 orbit would give 
u greatest velocity of wan miles per second: 
ana if tne axis of the orbit Were shortened to 
equal that of the earth's orbit the greatest ve- 
locity would be about zee miles. II, therefore, 
toe orbit of the comet should be shortened 
down by two or three more ribelion 
passages before the final pee we 
should still bave n maximum 
velocity of about 380 miles. This wouid be con- 
verted into heat. Dividing tbis velocity by 223 
feet, and squaring the result, we obtain, in 
round num bers, 80,000,000 degrees of the Fabren- 
heit scale as the rise iu temperature of the fali- 
ing muss. A large part of this would be dis- 
tributed by conduction among the material com- 
posing tbe suo. 

The next iwportant point is to know the 
quantity of matter in the comet; and that we 
do not know. But we have several indirect rea- 
sons for believing that at no time bas it been 
more than about one part in 5,000 of the earth's 
mass. Aud it 6 probably now much. leas than 
even that relatively small quantity. The 
passage through the sun's «atmospbere 
sbears off the gaseous matter of the comet aud 
its attendant train of wete 
are left behind by the more ge us 
latter rushes away io its diminisbed orbit. 
llence, thougtt the shortening of the period does 
not detract very much from the porihelic veioc- 
ity, it does materiaily lessen the quantity of 
matter that is left to be heated up by the last 
grand rush Gowan into the bowels of the sun. 

Now, if we allow the very greatest possibie 
value for the mass of the comet just before it 
loses its individuality, we shall und the beat 
generated by the impact to ve just about equal 
to that thrown off by the sun during one week. 
Allowing what scems to the writer to de the 
maximum probable value, the resulting heat 
would be equa! to the present solar expenditure 
during not more than two days, and scarcely 
less tuu none. The result ir the first, and worst, 
case would be

that would make itself felt on every plauet in the 
sysiem. Still the magnitude of the elfect would 
very larwely depend u poo another consideration. 
if tne comet sbheuld strike the sun on the side 
that is turned away from the earth, the 
poiat of groatest disturbance would not 
come round towards us for several days; 
and during that time a large part of the extra 
energy would be so much distributed dat the 
earth could endure the change without an eutire 
subversion ot the present order of things. Lf, 
on the other band. the comet should strike on 
the hither side of the sun. the result to us 
would be most disastrous. mere 
heat would rarefy our atmosphere, makt 

it occupy a much larger bulk than now, an 
enormously increase the evaporation from 
ocean, lake. river, and dry land, parehing up the 
latter, probably drying up ali our water courses, 
even to the bed of the great lake system, and 
loading the atmosphere with all the ma- 
terial . requisit of ruin, 
that would begin by the time the 
stricken side of the sun had been carried aw 
from us by the solar rotation. Toat set 
changes would be repeated, on a diminishing 
seale. severni times at intervals of nearly a 
mouth before the disturbed forces had settied 
hack into something like au cquiliDrium. 

The specdy churging of the atmosphere with 
moisture would furnish a blanket” coverimg 
that would act us a partial palliative to the m- 
tousity of solar beat outside. But it is ditticuit 
to understand bow, under even such condi 
human tife could continue to cxist on the earth. 
If perpetuated anywhere, we must expect it 
to be ia the polar regions. If, for instance, the 
yutburet should occur while it is winter to the 
northern hewisphere, the sun would ve below 
the horizon of dwellers tear the North Pole 
during the greatest intensity of disturbance. The 
people there would probably survive; provided 
ulways that the ice cap at the South Pole were 
not liberated so as to deluge the North, and per- 
mit once more the greatest land surface ex- 
posure south of the Equator. 

This isa dreary picture. It is not, however, 
overdrawn. We have rese one other 
ambliorating possibilitv. It is that the mass of 
the comet when it strikes the sun will be much 
less than allowed under either of the preceding 
hypotheses. In case the disturbance would 
be very much less than above described. How 
much tess it will be no one can say now. We 
close witb one suggestion: 

It is aurony the possibilities that, at some time 
within a century frum now, the greater part of 
the habitable globe, if not all, including all 
that part which bas made what we know as his- 
tory, will be desolated—swept as with the besom 
of destruction. Is it not desirable that we should 
devise some monument, or monuments, as du- 
rable as the pyramids of Egypt, though not 
necessarily as costly, that will exist though our 
present libraries and buildings are swept away?
